1. MINISTER OSTAPCZUK ACCEPTS THE INVITATION TO VISIT THE 
UNITED STATES AND WOULD LIKE TO ARRIVE IN NEW YORK O/A 
JANUARY 7, 1976, REMAINING IN NEW YORK CITY OVER THE WEEK- 
END AND ARRIVING IN WASHINGTON ON MONDAY, JANUARY 12. 

2. MINISTER OSTAPCZUK'S VISIT SHOULD BE FOCUSSED ON THREE 
PRINCIPAL SUBJECTS: 

A. FEDERAL, STATE AND LOCAL GOVERNMENT 

B. MANAGEMENT DEVELOPMENT INSTITUTES 

C. SOME INDUSTRIAL CONCERNS 

3. SPECIFIC PROGRAM SUGGESTIONS CONCERNING THE FEDERAL 
GOVERNMENT: THE FUNCTIONING OF THE CONGRESS, SPECIFICALLY, 

THE WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE, APPOINTMENTS WITH ONE OR TWO 
REPRESENTATIVES AND SENATORS WITH STRONG INTERESTS IN MANAGEMENT 
AND EXECUTIVE-LEGISLATIVE RELATIONS, AND AN APPOINTMENT 

WITH ONE POLISH/AMERICAN CONGRESSMAN. APPOINTMENT AT THE 
CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION AND THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE TO 
EXPLORE THE MINISTER'S STRONG INTEREST IN PERSONNEL TRAIN- 
ING AND MANAGEMENT. IN VIEW OF EXCELLENT SESSION WHICH KEM 
KEMPTON JENKINS HAD WITH FORMER GRANTEE BEREZOWSKL WE 
WOULD LIKE HIM TO HAVE A SIMILAR SESSION WITH THE MINISTER. 

THE MINISTER IS INTERESTED IN THE LIBRARY OF CONGRESS. 
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WE SUGGEST A SESSION WITH DR. JANINA HOSKINS. IN VIEW 
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OF HER OWN EXPERTISE IN POLISH AFFAIRS AND HER STRONG LINKS 
WITH POLAND, SHE MIGHT WISH TO HOST A SOCIAL AFFAIR FOR 
THE MINISTER. 

4. SPECIFIC PROGRAM SUGGESTIONS CONCERNING STATE AND LOCAL 
GOVERNMENTS: APPOINTMENTS IN EXECUTIVE OFFICE AND IN 
LEGISLATURE OF ONE STATE AND APPOINTMENTS IN A COUNTY, A 
CITY OF ABOUT 250,000, AND A SMALL COMMUNITY. WE SUGGEST 
PENNSYLVANIA OR NEW YORK, SINCE THE MINISTER MAY THEREBY BE 
ABLE TO CHECK HIS IMPRESSIONS AT NYU OR THE UNIVERSITY 

OF PITTSBURGH WHICH WE ALSO HOPE THAT HE WILL VISIT. 

5. MANAGEMENT DEVELOPMENT: VISITS TO THREE OR FOUR UNIVER- 
SITIES WITH STRONG MANAGEMENT DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMS: THE 
MINISTER SUGGESTED HARVARD, MIT, STANFORD, OR CARNEGIE- 
MELLON. WE WOULD ADD THE UNIVERSITY OF PITTSBURG. THE 
MINISTER IS STRONGLY INTERESTED IN VISITING THE AMERICAN 
MANAGEMENT ASSOCIATION, THE FORD FOUNDATION, AND NEW 
YORK UNIVERSITY. THE MINISTER HAS A COLLABORATIVE RE- 
LATIONSHIP WITH PROFESSOR MYRON URETZKY AT NYU AND WOULD 
VERY MUCH LIKE TO SEE HIM. PERHAPS PROFESSOR URETZKY OR 
FRANCIS CUTTON, DEPUTY VICE PRESIDENT OF THE FORD 
FOUNDATION, COULD ASSIST WITH PROGRAMMING THE MINISTER, 

EITHER DURING HIS FIRST WEEKEND IN NEW YORK CITY OR 
LATER. 

6. INDUSTRY: THE MINISTER IS PARTICULARLY INTERESTED IN 
MANAGEMENT DEVELOPMENT IN AMERICAN FIRMS. HE EXPRESSED 
PARTICULAR INTEREST IN IBM, XEROX, AND IN THE MANAGEMENT 
DEVELOPMENT INSTITUTE OF GENERAL ELECTRIC. WE WOULD ALSO 
SUGGEST THAT YOU CONTACT PRESIDENT W. MICHAEL BLUMENTHAL 
OF THE BENDIX CORPORATION AND COUNSEL FRANK RUDDY OF 
EXXON FOR POSSIBLE ADDITIONAL OR ALTERNATIVE PROGRAMMING 
IN THIS FIELD. THE MINISTER WOULD ALSO LIKE TO DISCUSS 
ELECTRONIC DATA PROCESSING FOR PURPOSES OF PERSONNEL 
ADMINISTRATION. 

7. ADDITIONAL POINTS: THE MINISTER WOULD LIKE TO HAVE NO 
MORE THAN SIX HOURS OF DISCUSSIONS IN A SINGLE DAY. HE 
WOULD LIKE TO VISIT SAN FRANCISCO. IF POSSIBLE, HE WOULD 
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LIKE TO VISIT FORMER AMBASSADOR TO POLAND JOHN GRONOUSKI. 

8. THE MINISTER WILL REQUEST THAT WE FUND THE TRAVEL OF 
RANKING POLISH MANAGEMENT EXPERT TO ACCOMPANY HIM TO THE U.S. 
WE WILL CABLE BIO-DATA AS SOON AS POSSIBLE.
